Boys want to be in Scouting. Another 
convincing demonstration of this is the 
interesting project being completed by 
Pathfinder District Scouters. 

As every good Scouter, these leaders 
know that all boys benefit from Scouting. 
Therefore, they were anxious to help 
more become Scouts. At the same time, 
they knew that any boy who learns about 
the fun and adventure in the movement 
will become a Scout if he can find out how 
to join a Pack, a Troop, or an Explorer 
Unit. 

Combining these two basic concepts, 
they developed an interesting School- 
Assembly Program. Third, fourth and 
fifth grade boys heard the story of Cub 
Scouting and sixth, seventh, and eighth 
graders learned about Boy Scouting in a 
similar meeting before morning recess. 

Boys presently active wore uniforms to 
school that day and were seated in the 
assembly hall by Scout Units instead of 
by rooms. Program features included for- 
mal opening and closing color ceremonies, 
a short Scouting movie, the introduction 
of each Scout or Cub Unit, opportunity 
for non-Scouts or Cubs to register with 
the Unit of their choice and the giving to 
each boy a “Neighborhood Scouting 
Sheet” listing meeting places with lead- 
er’s name and phone. 

In one assembly the recess bell rang be- 
fore the program had finished. Every boy 
indicated a preference to stay in for the 
completion rather then to go out to play. 

‘The success of this person-to-person 
program and the fact that early groups 
usually ran out of application blanks, is 
a sign of the interest boys really have. 
The Organization & Extension Committee 
would be happy to cooperate with other 
Districts and other schools desiring to 
hold such Scouting assemblies.
